Hundreds of prisoner* 
and much equipment were cap­ 
tured. By this action you assisted

To help live­ 
stock producers, we here condense opinions recently 
expressed by War Food Administration economists. 


CATTLE! They foresee for '45 an increase in the num­ 
ber of cattle and calves slaughtered, partially as a 
result of the tendency to reduce the size of herds 
They also expect an increase in the number of cattle 
fed for slaughter. From 1946 to 1949, they expect a 
gradual decline in slaughtering, with yearly slaughter 
around 28 to 29 million head. 


H O G S: Their estimate of total 1945 hog slaughter is 
about 79 million, against approximately IOO million 
in *44. They expect hog production in 1946 to be close 
to 1945 levels, depending on the feed situation. 


SH E E P , L A M B S : Slaughter in *45 will likely be the 
smallest since 1929, due to recent selling of breeding 
stock. By 1946, they see a demand far exceeding the 
supplyt leading to possible expansion of flocks over 
the following five years. This trend may be upset by 
wool-factor uncertainties.

In other days it was a generally 
held article of belief that a sprain 
wa* worse than a broken bone and 
the victim was fixed up in a east 
and put to bed for six weeks, and 
then given crutches sn that he hob­ 
bled around for another three or 
four month* trying to get his 
ankle loosened up. 
There were two factors which 
conduced to this unhappy state of 
affairs—one was the treatm ent 
and the other waa diagnosis. 
Old Time Treatment 
To explain the latter first, this 
gospel about apraina being worse 
than fracture* was held largely 
before the days of the Xray. Many 
injuries which look like sprains 
are really small or peculiar frac­ 
ture*. And since a differential 
diagnosis is almost impossible by 
palpation and inspection alone, 
the safest thing for the old time 
practitioner to do would be to put 
the limb in a cast and give it 
plenty of time to heal, so ht 
wouldn't be blamed if a bad result 
occurred. 
Now with modern Xray equip­ 
ment it can be aaid that hard!; one 
case out of a thousand of bone

They were sinners and 
must repent and be baptised; but 
the baptism with which he bap­ 
tised them was water, he said, but 
the On* who was to come was 
mightier than he, "’Whose shoes I 
am not w orthy to unloose He shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire." 
Jesus Comas to Jotm 
Jesus came to John to be bap­ 
tized. and at first John would not 
baptize Him because he felt un­ 
worthy Rather should Jesus bap- 
tits him John But Jesus said, 
“Puffer it to be so now for thus 
It becometh us to fulfill all right­ 
eousness." Bo John baptized Him. 
As He came from th* water the 
"heav ens were opened unto Him, 
and He saw the Spirit of God de­ 
scending Uke a dove, and lighting 
upon Him. 
"And lo a voles from heaven. 
Mylng This is My beloved Son In 
whom I am well pleased. ’ 
Jesus hsd no sins of which to 
roper.* but rn this aet He identi­ 
fied himself with th# people to 


whom he was to preach and over 
whom He will reign. This is the 
start of His ministry, and God 
blesses it with His benediction No 
other man ever heard those words 
from above uttered, grid John 
must have felt that hem was the 
confirmation of his own prophecy, 
and been awed 
Jesus, after His baptism, re­ 
tired to the wilderness to meditate 
and pray Here He was tempted of 
Satan. First, after fasting 40 
days, being hungry, 8atan sug­ 
gested thst He turn the stones 
into bread; Jesus declined, say­ 
ing. “Man thai] not live by bread 
alone." 
8atan then took Him to a high 
pinnacle of th# temple, telling 
Him to cast Himself down, as God 
would not permit Him to be In­ 
jured, but Jesus reproved Satan, 
saying. 'Thou shalt not tempt th# 
Lord thy God." 
The last temptation was the of­ 
fer of all the kingdoms of th# 
world lf Jesus would bow down 
and worship him. Imagine! Jesus 
acorned him and told him. "Get 
thee hence,” and Satan went away 
defeated.

Leaving the wilderness, Jesus 
heard that John the Baptist had 
been cast into prison, so Jesus de­ 
parted into Galilee, leaving His 
home in Nazareth, and living in 
Capernaum, near which most of 
his ministry was spent and His 
works performed. He preached and 
taught, and "the people which sat 
In darkness m w great lig h t" 
Walking by the Sea of Galilee. 
J«u* saw two brothers fishermen. 
Simon Peter and Andrew, and he 
said to thtm, "Follow Me. and I 
will make you fishers of men." 
•nd they left their nets and fol­ 
lowed Him. 
Golrg a little farther He mw 
two other brothers, likewise fish­ 
ermen. the sons cf Zebede# James 
and John. He called them and 
they too, followed Him 
Thereafter Jesus went shout 
Galilee teaching 
rn the syna­ 
gogues and healing all manner of 
sickness and disease. 
“And His fame went throughout 
•U Syria." Great multitudes of 
people followed Him "from Gali­ 
lee. and from Decapoh*. and from 
Jerusalem, and from beyond the 
Jordan. ’ His great ministry was 
begun.
